Applicant has amended the claims are drawn to method for identifying an agent that binds SEQ ID NO:l. Applicants also stated that 
the CFR of the instant application is identical to 09/400,322 filed 9/21/99 and to use the CRF of that application. However the 
applications are not identical. SEQ ID NO:l of 09/400,322 is 12 nucleotides long. This is inconsisitent with SEQ ID NO:l of 
09/724,666 identified in Figure 1 and throughout the specification and claims, i.e., a sequence having at least 784 amino acids. 
Therefore, the amendment is non-responsive in view of the discrepancy between the sequences. 

Moreover, this application contains sequence disclosures that are encompassed by the definitions for nucleotide and/or amino acid 
sequences set forth in 37 C.F.R. § 1.821(a)(1) and (a)(2). However, this application fails to comply with the requirements of 37 
C.F.R. §§ 1.821-1.825 for the reason(s) set forth on the attached Notice To Comply With Requirements For Patent Applications 
Containing Nucleotide Sequence And/Or Amino Acid Sequence Disclosures.
